Consumeinput had a significanble in shaping the Guide’
formatand content so that it meets thablic’s health ,care
information needs. Upon reviewing the completed Guide,
consumerfocus groups commented that it was easy to
understandgontaineda wealth of well-aganized material,
providedvaluable Visconsin-specific information and, most
importantly,recognized the health information.

Topics covered in the Guide include finding and choosing

1, 1999 through June 30, 2000. In addition to satisfying
federalaudit requirements, the audit assists us in meeting state
auditrequirements under $3.94 Wis. Stats.

The auditprocedures performed at thedar state agencies
that administer federal financial assistanggograms,
including the University of VisconsinSystem, consisted of
gaining an understanding of the internal controls at the
agencies, assessing the proprietyof revenues and
expenditures, and testing compliance with laws and
regulationsrelated to the administration of federal grant
programs. For the smaller agenciesd selected University
of Wisconsin campuses, our audit procedures were limited to
verifying information included in the federally required
Scheduleof Expenditures of FederaWards and following

up on prioryear audit findings. Our review focused on the 28

healthcare, paying for care, and dealing with health care federalgrants that either exceeded the $16.7 million threshold
problems. There are special sections for various groups suchysedto define major grants or were below this threshold but
asseniors and parents (and parents-to-be). The Guide alsQuere selected for review basedtbe risk-based assessment

includescomputer linksto Wisconsin-based ganizations
and/ordatabases, agell as links to key national sites. The
Bureauof Health Information plans to continue to expand the
site over time to include information oradditional
Wisconsin-specificdata and a@anizations. A Wéconsin
PhysicianDirectory will be added in the coming months,
which will help consumers identify and locate physicians in
their communities by specialtpractice location, hospital and
plan affiliations and educational background.

Thefirst section of our report contains the audgaeporton
compliance and internal control. Because of material
noncompliance by the Department of Workforce
Development related to the &tational Rehabilitation
Program,we qualify our opinion othe States compliance
with federal regulations. Next are the agency narratives that
containour comments on internabntrol deficiencies related
to the administration of federalgrants, findings of
noncompliancefor each agengyand the results of our
follow-up to prior audit findings. A summary schedule of
findings and questioned costs for the current {gaudit is
alsoprovided, as well as a summafythe status of findings
includedin our prior audit report for thBtate of Visconsin
(report00-5).

We note that, overall, state agencies have complied with
federalgrant requirements artthve taken steps to address
findings included in the prior ye& single auditreport.
However, we do report internal control deficienciend
severalareas of noncompliance, ang identify $1,027,571

in questionedosts. While higher than in recent prior years,
theamount of questioned costs represents a small portion of
the $6.3 billion in federal financial assistance to the State of
Wisconsinin fiscal year 1999-2000.

Also included in this report is the Schedule of Expenditures
of Federal Avards for the audited period, and related notes.
Our audit opinion on the schedule is unqualified.

The federal government will resolve the findings and
questionedosts included in our report. Federal agencies are
